THE PAST: THE GREAT TEACHER. 

No one need mistake the purpose for 
which these papers are written, because 
they endeavour to point out in what | 
respects the leaders of the Seuth in par- | 
ticular have been in the wrong or 
wise, in the feud of sections that pre- 
ceded and produced Seeession and Civil 
War. On the great, main questions, the 
South, in our opinion, was always in the 
right. If the North was not content 
with the Compact as it was made, it 
should have rescinded it. It made it, 
agreeing that the South should, if it 
pleased, import Slaves for twenty years. 
It had the consideration for this. It 
agreed tobuy Louisiana, with Slavery 
legal in it, and promised not to violate 
any right of property existing there. It 
had no right to make Slavery an objec- 


tion to the admission of Missouri. It 
had no right to demand that it should 


not exist in any other part of that terri- 
tory, north of 36° 30°. It had no right, 
in honesty or common fairness, to legis- 
late against Slavery in any way, except 
to close the Slave-trade. That power 
was given it. It had no right to protect 
fugitive slaves, or interpose obstacles of 
any kind to the reclamation of them. 
It was bound ty the spirit of the bar- 
gain, as much as by the letter. It had 
the consideration for all. Such will 
some day be the calm judgment of the 
world. The obligations of good neigh- 
borhood and courtesy were as binding 
upon it, as those created by the special 
stipulations of the contract. That is the 
verdict and judgment of justice and 
reason. Jf was estopped even to declare 
Slavery immoral, It bad no right to at- 
tempt to check the expansion and growth 
of the South, while itself expanding and 
growing. 

We maintained the right of a State 
peacevbly to secede. We thooght it in- 
expedient to exercise the right, at the 
time. Both opinions remain unchanged. 
We thought there was ample cause for 
secession. We think so yet. We were 
willing to share the fortunes of the 
South. We deny that her people were 
rebels. Subjugation in no wise changes 
our opinions. The cause of the South 
was the cause of political liberty. She 
only vindicated the right of self govern- 
ment in States and Nations. If she has 
fallen in the struggle, her failure does 
not prove that she had not the right to 
make the effort to win independence ; 
for Poland, Hungary and Circassia have 
also attempted it and failed. But for the 
institution of domestic slavery, the South 
would have wan the sympathies of the 
world, and the nations would have has- 
tened to receive her into the great family, 
before she had struggled two years. 

But however right a people may be in 
the main, its leaders may act unwisely 
and imprudently in conducting its con- 
troversy ; and thus hasten or precipitate 
a denouement which might have been 
delayed, if uot averted; as unlearned 


the North, 


ought to have been enough for Southern 
Statesmen to possess this mastership of 
without continually and 
offensively forcing it to feel it. It was 
true, in 1860, that, with the exception of 
some thirteen years in all, the South had 
controlled the Government from the be- 
ginning; and the whole North, greatly 
superior in population and power, desired 
or was not unwilling to see, a change. 
No arts or representations were omitted 
by the anti-slavery leaders to rally the 
whole North to their standards, by 
showing that the South monopolized the 
Cabinet Ministers and Diplomatic ap- 
pointments, and virtually wielded all 
the powers of Government; and they 
never failed to make the North feel 
any insult offered to its representa- 
tives, any slight shown the North- 
ern States, any haughty and offensive 
assertion of the power possessed and ex- 
ercised by the South, and thus to chafe 
and gall it intofury. If you would have 
a wan hate you cordially, wound his 
self-respect, degrade him and make him 
feel it, and you have your wish. Men 
submit cheerfully enough, even to ty- 
ranpy, 80 long as it does not lower their 
self-esteem; and it was not the collar, 
but the chafing of the collar, of the Saxon 
swineherd, that made him hate his mas- 
ter. Ofall the follies committed by the 
short-sightedness of Power, the greatest 
is offensively to force its subjects to re- 
flect upon their condition of vassalage 
and inferiority. The wise Despot lets 
his people imagine themselves free. Our 
military usurpers in the- South never 
learnt that lesson; and inthe same re- 
spect the education of many of our 
Southern Senators had been sadly neg- 
lected. 

The possession of a moderate degree of 
wisdom or plain good sense is remark- 
ably beneficial to the possessor, and 
would have taught these Senators that it 
would be true Statesmanship and a wise 
policy to deprive the Northern agita- 
tors, as far as possible, of this capital, by 
judieious concessions to the pride and 
self-respect of their Northern allies, by 
refraining from unnecessary and petty 
displays of their power, and by not 
grasping at a// the honours and dignities 
of the Senate. Ifthis would have been 
but just also, and decent, so much the 
more it would have been wise and states- 
manlike. 

In 1860, the Republicans had some 
twenty-six Senators. Several of these 
were moderate, and some able men, who 
had served in the Senate for years as 
Members of the Whig and Democratic 
parties. There were SEWARD, Foor, 
CoLLAMER, WADE, SIMMONS, FESSEN- 
pEN and HAMLIN. It was not to be ex- 
pected, the South and the Democratic 
party controlling, that the first place on 
aby important committee would be given 
toa Republican. But the North was not 
wholly represented by these. The great 
States of Pennsylvania and Ohio, 80 


and unskilfal couusel may jeopardize 
and even lose a good case, by making up 
an immaterial issue, by bringing on the 
trial at an unseasonable time, or by re- 
sorting to sophistry and quibbles as the 
most apt mode of vindicating @ cause 
that has truth and justice on itsside, and 


dexterity. To approve the cause is not 
always to approve the conduct of it by : 
its advocates. We believe, on the con- 
trary, that the South might, by wisdom 
and policy on the part of her leaders, 
without avy surrender of principle, or 
loss of "honour, have prevented the 
growth of the Republican party, and 
«uceessfully maintained all her rights 
the Union. But she took counsel with 
her passion and anger, and not with her 
reason. Whoever does 80, will commit 
great errors. 
For example, there is a practical wis- 
dom in the courtesies of debate and of | 
social and official intercourse. When | 
members of the Republican party began 
to enter the Senate, and so long as 
Southern Senators consented to sit with 
thein, they should have observed those 
courtesies, not merely out of policy and 
wisdom, but out of a sense of self-re- 
apect. They should certainly never have 
descended to insult men who were to a 
great extent defenceless.- Gratuitous in- 
sults, least of all, should have been 
offered. The personal revenges, even of 
the worthless, have often changed the 
fate of Empires, and have caused the 
writing of as many chapters of the | 
world’s history, as the disappointments | 
of ambition. ‘The future historian, tra- | 
cing the causes of the convulsions of the | 
Union, and of the sanguinary war be- | 
tween the States, will not fail to note | 
the frequent insults offered in the Senate 
to Republicans, and the personal and | 
venomous hatred of the South thus en- | 
gendered in the bosoms of many North- | 
ern men. He may perhaps ask how) 
much blood the blows struck upon the | 
head of SUMNER have cost the South, | 
how much the many taunts that stung | 
SEWARD. 
About the year 1555, there were, we | 
think, but four representatives of Kepub- | 
lican principles in the Senate. Asif to! 
provoke the inctease that soon followed | 
in their numbers, the singular discour- | 
tesy was committed, of not placing any 
one of themon any committee. Wis- 
dom would have taught those in power 
that a slight of that kind is but the ex- 
pression of an impotent anger, and that 
evead an exaggerated courtesy would 
have been wiser. The reason assigned 
for this folly was, that they belonged to 
no healthy political organization. The 
States from which those Senators came, 
of course deemed the imsult aimed at 
themselves: and when Mr. HALr, of 
New Hampshire, who never failed to 
turn to profit any blunder, any soffise 
of the sort, and to widen by it, in his 
peculiar and effective way, the breach 
opening between the North and the 
South, by exasperating the former, was, 
during that period, lnsulved in debate by 
a Southern Senator, he sarcastically re- 
marked, ‘ Mr. President, lL suppose that 
remark, being an insult, would be con- 
sidered out of order, if I belonged to any 
healthy political organization.’ Interro- 
gate his:ory ; and she will tell you how 
much such slights and insults have often 
cost the nations, and what a mighty 
force there is in such retorts. Nations, 
like individuals, ‘wash out insults in 
blood. The insulted of to-day becomes 
the insulter to-merrow, and puts his foot 
on the neck of him he hates. 


When the side on which right was, 
has failed to win, its managers and advo- 
cates are justly held to strict account, 
and their sins of omission and commis- 
sion are naturally looked upon as less 
excusable than when the splendour of 
success conceals, if it does not atone for 
them. Fortune, in statesmanship, is 
not merely a misfortune. This may 
be cruel; but it is the common ‘law, 
nor indeed is it unjust. The ineompe- 
tent who insist on managing public af- 
fairs are criminal. A man has a right 
to mismanage his own affairs. He has 
no right to mismanage those of his 
country; and when, in addition to failure, 
its consequences are revolution, war, 
and hopeless bankruptcy, and it is 
shown that there have been errors, im- 
policy, lack of common sense, or that 
short-sighted selfishness and illiberality 
which are palpable unwisdom, then the 
culprit justly stands condemned, as him- 
self a failure and the author of the 
evil. 


An aggregate or succession of smal! 
causes and petty provocations leads to 
the bitterest quarrels. An insult rankles 
worse than a wound. The assumption 
of superiority chafes and irritates. The 
sneer, the haughty look, the econtemptu- 
ous word, the slighting act fret the sou! 
to fury. Wisdom refrains from these: 
the passion of incapacity, the pompous 
pride of mediocrity do not. He who is 
greatly conscious of his own strength, 
offers no insults. These are not the 
weapons of greatness or force, but of im- 
potent anger or empty haughtiness. 
Mr. SEWARD might pretend to be serene 
amid insults, and te despise them, and 
smite courteously afterwards, and speak 
softly to those who uttered them. He 
did not despise them. He felt them 
keenly. He hated their authors. He 
bided his time; and itcame. It always 
comes to men like him, who wait pa- 
tiently for it, and smile while they wait. 

Nothing so much facilitated the acces- 
sion to power of the Republicans, as the 
restiveness of the North under Southern 


long democratic, sate there by .their 
Senators Bracer and Puan: Indians 
was represented by Briaut and ; 
DovuGLAS sat for Illinois ; THOM PSON for 
New Jersey; Gwin and LATHAM for 
California; LANE for Oregon, and Rick 
for Ohio. 

Something for the conciliation of the 
four first of these States might have 
been effected, in distributing the chair- 
manships of the most important Com- 
mittees: these Senators were all demo- 
crats, and as a whole, on the score of 
talents, acquirements and place in the 
public estimation, were not below the 
Senatorial average, even on the Demo- 
cratic side. 

Was it because Southern Senators 
were wanting in the magnanimity and 
self-denial which enables men to dec/in¢ 
place and honor when it is wise and 
fitting they should do so, that the South 
grasped the chairmansbips of all the 
important Committees, and, to use a 
quaint but expressive phrase, left its 
Northern allies ‘ outin the cold?’ One 
senator, the ablest and best informed, 
we think, of all, Ropert Toomss, a 
great, energetic, impulsive, rash intel- 
lect, was chairman of no committee; 
because, we suppose, he would not even 
let honour be thrust upon him. 

It may be instructive, to note to what 
States and names these honors were as- 
signed. MAson and Hunrer of Jir- 
ginia, were chairmen of the committees 
on Foreign Relations and Finance ; 
CLAY, of Alabama, of that on Com- 
merce; Davis and Brown, of Missis- 
sipp!, of those on Military Affairs and 
the District of Columbia; MALLORY and 
YULEE, of Florida, of those on Naval 
Affairs aud Post Offices and Post Roads : 
JOHNSON and SEBASTIAN, of Arkansas, 
of those on Public Lands and Indian 
Affairs ; BAYARD, of Delaware, of that 
on the Judiciary ; IVERSON, of Georgia, 
of that on Claims; GREEN, of Missouri, 
of that on Territories, supplanting Dowa- 
LAS, Who was no longer a saint in 
commubion, 

Thus the South - oply monopolized 
all the impoggant committees, all those 
whose action to a great extent shaped 
legisiation, and gave the chairmen 
character, influence and prominence; 
but four of its States, two of them of little 
weight and importance, supplied eight 
chairmen. Wedonotspeak of the justice 
of this; but only of its wisdom. Proba- 
bly, in the North, its decency was a little 
questioned, Its impolicy bo one can 
doubt. 

Consequences are not always pro- 
portioned to causes; and we shall 
never know how much these things and 
others like them influenced the North ; 
nor how much the divisiof#i of the Demo- 
cratic party was owing to the removal! 
of Mr. DovGtas from the chairmanship 
of the Committee on Territories, and to 
the insults offered him in open Senate. 
When parties arise in a Confederacy, 
and heart-burnings and jealousies among 
its States, it is well not to forget, that 
States may feel and resent slights offered 
to their Senators ; and that to use power 
with moderation is the best mode of 
making its loss tolerable and retirement 


from it graceful. 
SICKLES AGAIN. 

A few days age, Executive, Legislative 
and Judicial S1cKLEs halted a procession 
of firemen in Charleston, and required 
them to obtain an American flag, and 
carry it at the bead of their procession. 
He also ordered that each fireman should 
salute the flag by raising his cap to it. 

Upon this antic and fantastic trick of 
a New York Ex-State-rights Democratic 
Demagogue, ‘clothed with a little brief 
authority,’’ the Chicago 7imes remarks: 

There could hardly be conceived more 
studied and deliberate insult to the po- 
litical system and principles of freedom 
which the flag is supposed to represent 
than was offered by Sickles in this act of 
petty tyranny.

We regret that the Editorial articles 
of the APPEAL are not suited to the 
refined taste of its genial, good-hu- 
moured and always agreeable neighbour, 
the Avalanche. We might, perhaps, 
find something to crit#ize in the lite- 
rary productions of vur neighbour, es- 
pecially when it takes a dive into an- 
tiquity and gets bewildered among the 
Classics ; but it writes, we suppose, .to 
suit its readers, and if they are gratified, 
we are not impertinent enough to inter- 
fere. It must forgive us for following a 
line of our own, especially as it has 
itself rather forced us into that, by being 
itself peerless and unapproachable in 
its own peculiar line, especially as to 
“the vital living issues of the present 
generation.’’ 

We decline furnishing essays on Ham 
and the brooches that adonred the 
daughters of PHARAOH. In all that 
concerns Africa and Ethiopia we leave 
the monopoly of discussion to our neigh- 
bour. 

It happens to be our opinion that the 
old issues are not all dead, and that it is 
of some interest and use to trace in the 
not very remote past of a score of years 
before the war, or even of the first days 
of the Republic, the causes of our pres- 
ent calamities. History and experience 
are not yet entirely worthless; and the 
secret of the spleen of the Avalanche, 
manifest through its heavy attempts at 
wit is perhaps not so much that we iIm- 
peach the wisdom, in many respects, of 
the past action of the party to which it 
belonged, as that we venture, with great 
deference, to disagree with it as to some 
of the “vital, living issues,’’ and espe- 
cially that of political association with 
the Sons of Ham. 

The gushing effusion of the Avalanche 
on the subject of Know-Nothingism, and 
its adulation of foreigners, we hope may 
prove politically and otherwise profit- 
able toit. The intelligent naturalized 
foreigners among us know as well as we 
do that immense foreign population 
of the Northern cities and the North 
West consists in great measure of those 
to whom they would themselves be un- 
willing to entrust the destinies of the 
country. “So far,’’ the Avalanche says, 
‘as our observation goes, the foreigner 
has heretofore cast intelligent votes, and 
we are willing to trust them still.’’ The 
Avalanche well knows that the “ intelli- 
gent votes’’ of the Germansand Nor- 
wegians of the North and North West 
are all cast on the side of Radicalism, 
and that it is they who maintain the 
Radical party in power; as it was their 
zeal against the South which carried 
whole corps of them into the Federal 
armies, and we thought, had rather 
sickened the South of the indiscriminate 
naturalization of foreigners. CARL 
ScCHURKZ, the bitterest of Radicals, we re- 
collect, was a zealously democratic 
stump orator four years before LINCOLN 
was elected. If an almost unanimous 
vote for every measure proposed by 
THAD. STEVENS isan “ intelligent vote ’’ 
which gives us reason to be willing ‘to 
trust them still,’’ then the foreign ele- 
mentin the North ought to be highly 
valued by the Avalanche. Some of our 
people, we think, during the war, saw a 
Jew German boors, under German Cen- 
erals, and experienced their tender mer- 
cies. Every Italian gentleman, we 
suppose, knows that there are 
lazzaroni, in Naples, and plenty of 
them®in our Northern cities, neither 
worse nor better than our American laz- 
varoni: and there were brigades of the 
low lass of Irish in the federal service, 
and su@h men as MEAGHER and SAVAGE 
holding commissions. If there had not 
been, the Southern people’ would have 
sympathized more with the Fenians in 
the North, in their late attempts to win 
for Ireland that independence which 
they had helped prevent the South’s 
achieving for itself. We have few friends 
among the foreign population of the 
Northern States. And while we respect 
and like, as much as the Avalanche does, 
those of foreign birth who live among 
us in the South and who are of 
us, and for us; while we can appreciate 
an Irish gentleman, a worthy and edu- 
cated German, and a patriotic and lib- 
eral Italian when we meet him, quite 
as thoroughly and cordially as our neigh- 
bour can, we shall not undertake to 
make the APPrEA! acceptable to them 
by professing to believe that the mass 
of foreigners in the Northern States or 
in their own countries are a desirable 
acquisition to a Republic.

‘The internal revenue) collectors 
the first Arkansas district is in ac 
condition. It appears that some weeks 
ago a report reached the treasury depart- 
tment that McGuire, the collector, had 
suddenly disappeared. Examination of 
his accounts showed that he was largely 
indebted to government, and the de- 
partment at once began inquiries to 
ascertain his whereabouts. Not readily 
finding him, it was assumed that he had 
absconded with the funds in his posses- 
sion, and officers were put on the 
track, with orders to arrest him wher- 
ever found. They learned at Memphis 
that he had gone to New Orleans, and 
thither they followed. Meantime, the 
executive sessM@i—f the Senate was draw- 
ing toward its close, and the department 
telegraphed to parties in Helena, asking 
recommendations for a new collector. 
These were made, and another collector 
was nominated and confirmed. About 
the time this was done, officers arrested 
McGuire in New Orleans. Examination 
was made, and it turned out that he was 
neither a rascal nor runaway. It seems 
he had taken a considerable amount of 
New Orleans drafts in payment for 
taxes, which he was not able 
to turn into currency ip Ar- 
kansas. Arriving in Memphis, he could 
not dispose of them to such advantage 
ashe hoped, and, having some private 
business in New Orleans, he concluded 
to go there and take along his govern- 
ment funds. This he did, and the day 
before he was arrested he had deposited 
several thousand dollars to the credit of 
government with the sub-treasury in 
thatecity. After these facts were know 
he came on to Washington, and foun 
that he was not only looked upon as a 
defauiter, but had been turned out of of- 
fice. The department is much mortified 
at its blunder, has made apologies, and 
is now trying to find a way for reinstating 
MeGuire.

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WASHINGTON, May 3.—The Missis- 
sippi injunction case was brought before 
the supreme court to-day, Kobt. J. 
Walker. Argument for the petioners de- 
nying that congress was empowered to 
pass an act beyond the range of judicial 
inquiry, aud contending that the con- 
stitution provided for such cases could be 
brought before the court. 

Replying: to Stanberry’s remarks of 
last Friday, Walker maintained that 


political questions had not been excluded | 


from court, and in support of this ques- 
tion he referred among other and more 
recent cases to the military commission 
and test-oath questions, upon both of 
which the supreme court had pronounced 
an opinion. Walker quoted various de 
cisions in refutation of the attorney 
general’s views, that this court has 
no jurisdiction in cases not involving 
money and lands; and in conclusion, 
speaking of the deaperate sweeping out 
of ten states from the union by the re 
construction act, was directly contrary 
to the constitution. Tie said a hooder 
attained in penalties never had been 
passed. It reduced 10,000,000 of loyal 
and disloyal people to bondage, and 
substituted a gleaming sword and 
bristling bayonet for constitutional 
guards and courts of law.

Walker finished, the court adjourned 
until Monday, when Stanberry’s reply 
will be heard.
